Motorists in California are look. | Poultry 


ing forward with special interest 
to the next session of congress, in 
view of their hopes for abolish- 
ment of the excise tax on automo- 
biles. It. is estimated that the 
average automobile purchaser is 
still paying a special levy of ap- 
proximately $20 every new 
car. 

According to the engineering de- 
partment of the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, this state’s 


on 


pro rata of excise tax in 1924 
was $11,851 103,19. This is more 
than was paid by all the other 


ten western states put together. 
Of the nearly $12,000,000 paid to 
the government, California receiv- 
ed a return of $3,017,511 in fed- 
eral aid, or approximately 
fourth of what it paid out. 
The California motorists also 
led all other states in the aggre- 
gate of motor vehicle taxes. The 
fas tax in 1924 was more than 
71,000,000,’ and. will be more this 
year. The registration and other 
fees were over $8,000,000. These 
taxes are in addition to personal 
property taxes levied by the coun- 
ties. 

With these figures staring him 
in the face, it is not strange, 
says the automobile club, that an 
additional tax on gasoline for the 
purpose of building new roads is 
not welcome to the motorist and 
it is highly probable, should such 
a tax be proposed. that there will 
be vigorous opposition by everyone 
driving an automobile.

Cold Winter, Predicts Babson 


(California Citrograph) 

Roger Babson, eastern financial writer and 
prognosticator, takes more interest in exX- 
treme winter temperatures than he did before 
he became a land owner in Florida. But for 
a financial writer, it would seem as though 
he had gone some distance afield to delve" 
into long range weather predictions. 

In early’ September Mr. Babson made the 
ominous prediction that the winter of 1926 
would be ‘‘abnormally cold.’’? He had more 
than a guess to go on. He dug deeply ‘into 
weather bureau records and as a result he 
J avers that, following precedent, the country 
may not only expect a severe winter but much 
earlier frosts than are customarily experi- 
enced. 

Evidently anticipating that his long range 
forecast would meet some skepticism, Mr. 
Babson points to the fact that Benjamin 
Franklin was ridiculed because of his state- 
ment conierning eletericity. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Bahson points out, those who get out from 
under trees in thunder storms seem to live 
longest. He expresses the belief that long- 
range weather predictions will ultimately be 
made, and with accuracy. 

However this all may be, it is certainly the 
fact that California citrus growers have never 
been so well provided with  frost-fighting 
equpment as they are this year. If Mr. Bab- 
son’s ominous augury is verified it will find 
the industry better prepared than ever before. 
The last two or three years have convineed 
the most confirmed skeptic that it means 
money in pocket to ‘‘fire up’’ when the dis- 
trict foreeaster gives the warning.

Before the war a considerable portion of the 
women used to employ one or more servants: 
Out in the country districts such. a helper was 
democratically known is the “‘hired girl.”’ 
But since the war, this type of workers has 
become somewhat scarce, and a great number 
of women who used to feel the need of such 
assistance are now doing their own house- 
work, ‘ 

In a good many cases, women will say they 
think they could afford to have such a helper 
and they believe they could find one. But 
they say that many of these tvofkers are 
grouchy and discontented, so that ‘it is more 
annoyance to have them in their homes than 
it is to do the housework themselves. 

There may be something to be said on the 
side of these workers. In some: cases they 
may be asked to work unreasonably long 


hours, or they may be given poor and uncom- 


fortable quarters. Tt naturally promotes dis- 
content if they have to sleep in a stuffy room 
under the attic through the summer, and in 
one without any means of heat in winter. 

Yet it is the opinion of sensible women 
that these house workers fare pretty well now- 
adays, as compared with the ordinary run of 
girls who do clerical work. Their pay, added 
to the value of the board which they get, is’ 
probably more than the average wages of the 
business girl. 

Many of the older women regret the disap- 
pearance of the old fashioned servant who 
was devoted to teh intetests of the family and 
seemed to keep somewhat contented. Her 
tribe is Scarce now. There is much of the 
spirit of unwilling service in the world, among 
Woth men and women. The idea has. been 
widely distributed that work is a kind of 


eurse which should be avoided as much as 


possible, and that people who have to toil are 


in some way defrauded of their rights.

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Economy and Taxes 


(Sacramento Union) 

Governor Richardson makes a timely ands 
forceful reference to the important subjects of 
economy in government and taxation in a re- 
cent article. He reduces a whole volume of 
truth to a few sentences: 

‘‘Byveryone believes in economy,’ he says, 
‘especially for the other fellow. Economy 
is beneficial, not only for the state, but to 
the individual. With the most rigid practice 
of economy, it has not been possible to pre- 
vent the expenses of government increasing on 
account of various measures enacted by the 
people. The purehasing power of every per- 
son has been reduced by the great burden 
of taxes, national, state, county and munici- 
pal. This growth of taxes has been out of 
all proportion to the income received. by the 
people. It is nonsense to say that the burden 
of taxation is carried by this business or that 
industry. The tax burden is spread over the 
whole people and reaches to every household.’’ 


It will be well for the people to keep two 
points emphasized above ‘constantly in mind. 
First, if they vote favorably on every pro- 
posal of direct appropriation of public money 
submitted to them théy tie the hands of gov- 
ernment against enforcing economy in a bal- 
anced measure and eompel painful strin- 
gency in expenditures subject to executive 
control, Second, the eontention that the peo- 
ple can escape any part of the burden of 
taxation by apparently shifting the assess- 
ment of taxes to special lines of business is 
merely the romancing of demagogues.

To Deny Home Rule

Time was when every Italian city was in 
effect a nation in “itself. ach jealously 
guarded its powers and liberties. Venice, Ge- 
noa, Florence, Pisa,,Naples—all ruled ‘them- 
selves. Due regard was had for the ancient 


prerogatives of the cities when in the last’ 


century a united Italy was created. 

Now come Premier Mussolini and his Fas- 
eisti support in the Italian Parliament .to 
threaten the traditional rights of the cities. 
First of all, they plan to deprive the smaller 
communities of home rule, In due time and 
in regular order all other municipalities, ac- 
cording to Secretary Farinacei of the Fascist 
party, will be deprived of their peculiar rights 
and privileges. 

With a heritage of centuries of home rule 
behind them, the Italian cities are not likely 
to yield except on compulsion. When Mus- 
solini and his lieutenants undertake to carry 
this plan into effect, say in Venice and Ge- 
noa, they are certain to meet with a whirl- 
wind of opposition, unless the spirit and the 
temper of the Ventians and the Genoese have 
years.

dents are chalked up for last 
month as compared to September 
of 1924;>- according to figures of 
the public safety department of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

Despite great increases in the 
numbers of pedestrians and auto- 
mobiles, only twelve fatalities are 
recorded against motor vehicle 
accidents in Los Angeles city last 
month, while twenty-six deaths oc- 
curred from that cause’ last year 
during the same month. The total 
for the year to date is 156 deaths 
for 1925 and 184 for the same 
period of 1924. 

In the report of causes of motor 
vehicle fatalities, two deaths were 
due to “crossing street not at 
crosswalks” during September as 
compared with seven for the same 
month of 1924. “Crossing street 
carelessly” claimed one last month 
and three during September, 1924. 
Two fatalities last month were due 
to “playing in street” as compared 
with five of the September prev- 
ious, according to the Auto Club

ORECASTING winter, we have |

That the Tri-Counties Water | 
Conservation Association has |} 


spent $93,700 in spreading and 
impounding water of the Santa 
Ana River in the past 14 years 
was declared in an address by 
Francis Cuttle, chairman of 
the association, in Riverside 
before the Chamber of Com- 
merece. 

The assoication, however, is 
spreading water for conserva- 
tion purposes at a cost of 14 
cents per square foot, or ap- 
proximately $1.14 per acre foot 
for capital cost, Mr. Cuttle said 
in reviewing the work of: the 
association, comprising repre- 
sentatives of San Bernardino, 
Riverside and Orange Counties. 
Mr. Cuttle added that the con- 
servation of water in the val- 
ley is imperative and ‘‘no long- 
er a question of whether we 
should conserve our natural re- 
sources, but rather how thor- 
oughly it can be accomplish- 
ed.’
